Dear Residents of the Town of Greenwood; 


Last year, 2006, was a busy year for the Selectmen and the Town Manager and her staff. There 
seems to be no end to the list of things that need to be done and managing conflicting priorities 
with limited funds remained a challenge. Last year we implemented a planning process that 
helped us manage our time and your money more efficiently. Immediately after Town Meeting we 
spent time planning and prioritizing what needed to be accomplished. The projects and activities 
that were included in the overall plan was determined by: (1)identifying what was required to 
support the physical and administrative infrastructure of the town; (2) what changes were required 
to support state and federal mandates; and (3) what special projects did you, the legislative body, 
direct us to implement. These projects and activities were in addition to the routine tasks required 
to serve the needs of the residents and to keep the town running smoothly and efficiently. The 
highlights of our accomplishments are described below and in the individual department reports on 
the following pages. 


= Progress was made against the list of repairs required to the Town Office to ensure the 
safety of all who enter the building and comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

= A new boiler was installed and moved from the damp basement to a new location on the 
dry and properly ventilated first floor. 

« The Town’s staff was expanded to include a part time Fire Chief, an “as needed” 
Constable, and a part time Office Clerk. 

« Progress was made toward the massive effort of converting town records from paper to 
electronic storage and retrieval. 

= Significant progress was made toward updating the Town’s Policies and Procedures 
Manual and implementing process improvements. 

» A town wide Capital Improvement Plan was started. 

= The Town’s computer system and technical infrastructure was upgraded. 

= One revised, Addressing Ordinance, as well as a new ordinance, Safe Zone, were drafted 
and are being presented to you today for approval. 

= Four new or revised ordinances, Junkyard, Land Use, Appeals and Shoreland Zoning, are 
in progress and will be presented for approval at a Special Town Meeting later this year. 

= Major changes to the Building Permit Application process were implemented. 


We planned to be further along in converting paper records to electronic images and making the 
necessary repairs to the Town Office as required by the ADA. Unplanned emergencies and delays 
in predecessor activities impeded our progress, but we intend to be back on track in the second 
quarter of this year. In addition, safety related repairs needed to the Town Hall were planned but 
not accomplished. A new plan is in process and repairs will be scheduled in the immediate future. 


This year is shaping up to be even busier than last year. We will be updating and reprioritizing our 
master plan next week, but there are already several high priorities that we will aggressively 
pursue. They are: 


= Finalize the Town’s Capital Improvement Plan 

« Establish a town wide schedule of inspections, repairs, and maintenance to equipment, 
physical structures, and facilities 

» Hire an Emergency Management Administrative Director

Letter from the Highway Department 
To the Residents of the Town of Greenwood; 


The Highway Department had a busy year maintaining and repairing roads. We were 

able to have a part of Howe Hill Road reconstructed with funding assistance from the 
MaineDOT’s Road for Jobs Program. MaineDOT disbursed $19,450 to the Town in 2006 for 
earthwork and will disburse an additional $15,200 toward paving if the remainder of the cost is 
approved in this year’s budget. This year we will be working on our Capital Improvement Plan and 
Road Maintenance Plan.

Letter from the Fire Department 
To the Residents of the Town of Greenwood; 


Members of the Greenwood Fire Department saw a year of change. At the Annual Town Meeting 
in March, 2006, a new Fire Department Ordinance was enacted by the voters. In addition to 
outlining the roles and responsibilities of each type of member, it defined the relationship between 
the department and the taxpayers and the town government and committees. 


In the second through fourth quarters of 2006, major accomplishments toward modernizing the 
department and bringing it up to required standards were achieved. The highlights are: 


= In August, a new part-time Fire Chief was hired. 

= All department members have been working very hard to complete required and advanced 
training that will ensure their safety and that of their fellow firefighters, as well as prepare 
them for the future. 

= Several members have been enrolled in the Firefighter | training program that will 
ultimately certify them for interior fire attack duties. 

= Repairs to all of the department’s vehicles have been accomplished and a preventative 
maintenance schedule has been developed. 

« New equipment such as breathing apparatus and protective clothing has been purchased to 
enable our members to have the most modern and safe equipment possible. 

" Medical and water rescue equipment has been upgraded. The new and upgraded 
equipment will enable the department to provide more services to our fellow citizens. 

« Greenwood Fire Department members trained with the Woodstock Fire Department in 
water and ice rescue to enable us to assist their specialized teams. 

« The Hazardous Materials Response Trailer was fitted with shelving and storage bins and all 
equipment was placed in the trailer. It has been transferred to the Bethel Fire Department 
for storage. 

« The members worked very hard at cleaning and improving the Locke’s Mills and 
Greenwood City Fire Stations. We have plans for 2007 to paint the Locke’s Mills station 
and improve the training and office areas. 


Many of our members are new to fire fighting and the department has invested many hours and 
dollars to provide them with the required training and equipment. We expect the investment to 
continue in 2007 as the roster expands and advanced skills are pursued. Additional plans for the 
future include: 


= Making progress towards implementation of the capital improvement plan presented to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

= Ongoing update and additional development to the department’s operating guidelines. 

= Continue involvement with the Northern Oxford Mutual Aid group to develop standard 
guidelines and practices for all of the area departments. 

* Continue to train with our local mutual aid partners to benefit Greenwood and all of the 
surrounding towns. 


It is our intention as a department to continue to find innovative ways to train and serve the 
citizens of the Town of Greenwood. We intend to make the Greenwood Fire Department an 
example of a well run, well trained, rural fire department that all of our citizens can be proud of.

Elementary School 


The stump dump processed a considerable volume of brush, clean wood, and yard wastes suitable 
for composting. 


The G & W staff wishes to thank everyone for their cooperation in accepting the changes that 
occurred in 2006. The G & W Committee are actively working on new programs to implement in 
2007 that will help us make sure that the Transfer Station is only used by Greenwood and 
Woodstock residents and taxpayers. We are hoping that people will continue to increase their 
recycling in 2007.

I would like to take this opportunity to thank our Election Clerks for all of their service to the 
Town of Greenwood. This year brought several election updates and equipment changes for our 
Election Clerks and they were supportive through the entire process. The State implemented part 
of the Help America Vote Act and purchased new accessible voting equipment for the Town. The 
equipment will enable individuals with disabilities to vote with privacy and independence by 
allowing voters to cast their ballots using a telephone and fax combination. We also worked with 
the State Data Conversion Team to move existing voter data from current electronic and paper 
based system to the State’s Central Voter Registration system (CVR). Instead of more than 500 
municipal lists being maintained separately, there will be one statewide list which each 
municipality can access, update, and use for our elections.

Letter from the Planning Board 
To the Residents of the Town of Greenwood, 


At the 2006 Annual Town Meeting, the Townspeople voted to amend the Town’s Land Use 
Ordinance to allow non-shoreland zoning building permits to be issued by the Codes Enforcement 
Officer. Requests for all other types of building permits, including those covered within the 
Shoreland Zoning, Subdivision, and Site Plan Review Ordinances, continue to be processed 
through the full Planning Board. Upon receipt of an application package, the Planning Board 
reviews the application and the required supporting documentation to ensure the completeness and 
accuracy of the information presented. The Board then discusses the merits of the application and 
whether the request conforms with the requirements and standards defined in the appropriate 
ordinance. Finally, the Board votes to approve or deny the request and, if approved, authorizes the 
permit to be issued. 


In addition to handling permits, the Board completed the first draft of a new Land Use Ordinance, 
which includes requirements defined in the Comprehensive Plan. It is currently under review by 
AVCOG and the Town’s attorney. 


The dynamic nature of the housing market makes it difficult to anticipate the volume of 
applications we expect to handle in 2007. Work will continue, however, in the following areas: 


. Continue work on implementing the mandates defined in the Comprehensive Plan 

" Complete the Land Use Ordinance and submit it for approval at the next Town Meeting 
. Revise the Sub-division Ordinance

The 
fields were used by several area teams for their baseball and softball practices. In the fall 
the Greenwood Spartans football team used the fields for their practices and drills.

The Committee accomplished a number of 
improvements including:

To the residents of Greenwood, 


2006 was a good year for Tri-Town Rescue. The Corporation’s Board made a number of 
improvements over the past year and more will be implemented in the immediate future. 
This year, we have filled the Treasurer’s position with the very competent Steve Bies. 
Steve is working with Johanna Lawrence to elevate the financial checks and balances to a 
higher level. Currently Tri-Town has ten paramedics, five intermediate EMT’s, 11 basic 
EMT’s, and ten drivers on the roster. Search and Rescue is going through a period of 
reorganization and needs support from additional personnel. The auxiliary continues to be 
very active raising funds to support various purchases of equipment. New volunteers are 
always welcome to the ambulance branch, the search and rescue team, and certainly, the 
auxiliary. Contact these leaders for more information: Norm St. Pierre, Chief of Service, 
and Dorene Wilbur, President of the Auxiliary. 


Tri-Town Rescue answered 549 calls in 2006, which is a decrease from previous years 
(575 calls in 2005). Tri-Town also has excellent relationships with the nearby services of 
Bethel Rescue, PACE and Med-Care. 

The past year there were several smaller pieces of equipment added and updated. Also, a 
new Stretcher and a new Stair Chair will be placed in service at the end of February. These 
pieces will allow safer handling of patients and lessen the risk of injury to the attendants. 
For the year of 2007, the per capita rate will remain the same at $12.50. We continue to 
try to hold the line on increasing costs, but much of the costs are related to diesel fuel in the 
ambulances and heating the rescue station in West Paris. 


Thanks for your support to your ambulance service. We appreciate the continued 
opportunity to provide quality ambulance service when and where it’s needed.

PROPOSAL FOR REPLACEMENT OF SQUAD 
TRUCK 


The fire department is requesting funds to replace the 1982 school bus 
currently being used as an air support/equipment truck. The bus was 
obtained as surplus from the school department in 1998. It was purchased to 
replace another bus that had been damaged in an accident. At the time the 
bus had served for 16 years and was determined to be too old for use as a 
school bus. The members of the fire department converted the bus into an 
equipment truck and command post. The air cascade refill unit was placed in 
the vehicle to enable it to refill air tanks on the scene of a fire. 


In December of 2006 we spent almost $1000 repairing the bus so that it 
would pass state inspection. It passed but barely and we were told that it 
looks doubtful for future inspections. There are concerns about the weight 
load and the suspension of the bus. This indicates that the bus may be unsafe 
at some point. 


We have been informed by the State Police that we may only carry 1 person 
in the vehicle due to the equipment storage and the lack of seat belts in the 
rear seats. This creates a problem for the department when we have more 
firefighters than we have seats available to transport them. We have to resort 
to firefighters using their own vehicles to respond to calls which creates 
logistical and safety concerns 


The members of the department have spent many hours talking to 
manufacturers and determining the best course to take in replacing the squad 
truck. We do not feel that repairs or serious work on the bus are justified and 
may not even be possible. 


In researching the options to replace the vehicle with a new vehicle or a used 
truck, it was determined through extensive searching and research that the 
types of used trucks available on the market that would be suitable are in the 
$100,000 to $150,000 range. These type trucks are usually very large and 
not designed for use on rural roads. Many have served in very busy large 
city departments. Most do not have 4 wheel drive capability. 


There are several aspects of the current vehicle that we feel are important to 
keep in a new vehicle. 


** The ability to refill air bottles inside the truck, out of the weather. 
** An area that firefighters can use to warm up during long duration fires 
in extreme weather conditions. 


«* A small area where command officers can plan and direct an 
emergency incident. 


Capabilities that a new vehicle will provide 


** 4 Wheel drive to enable us to access remote areas and operate safely 
in severe weather conditions 

** the ability to carry 5 firefighters inside in a safe manner 

** an area where an injured person can be placed and treated while 
awaiting an ambulance. 

** A rehabilitation area where firefighters can rest in cold weather. 

** The ability to provide lighting for fire scenes and other incidents such 
as auto accidents. 

** Emergency electrical power 

** Ability to carry future equipment that may be needed. 


This vehicle will be capable of serving the residents of Greenwood for the 
next 25 years. The members of the fire department have worked very hard 
training and improving their ability to serve the citizens of Greenwood

Section 1. Title 


This ordinance will henceforth be known as the "Town of Greenwood Addressing 
Ordinance." 


Section 2. Purpose 


The purpose of this ordinance is to enhance the easy and rapid location of structures 
by law enforcement, fire, rescue, and emergency medical services personnel in the 
municipality of Greenwood. 


Section 3. Authority 


This ordinance is adopted pursuant to and consistent with Municipal Home Rule 
Powers as provided for in Article VIII, Part 2, Section 1 of the Constitution of the 
State of Maine and Title 30-A M.R.S.A. Section 3001. 


Section 4. Administration 


This ordinance shall be administered by the Selectmen who are authorized to and 
shall assign road names and numbers to all properties, both on existing and 
proposed roads, in accordance with the criteria in Sections 5 and 6. The Selectmen 
shall designate another individual to be responsible for maintaining the following 
official records of this ordinance: 


a. A municipal map(s) for official use showing road names and numbers. 

b. An alphabetical list of all property owners as identified by current tax 
records, by last name, showing the assigned numbers. 

c. An alphabetical list of all roads with property owners listed in order of 
their assigned numbers. 


The Selectmen shall designate an Addressing Officer, who is responsible for and 
authorized to provide all required addressing and database information to the state 
agency responsible for the implementation of Enhanced 9-1-1 service. 


The Selectmen may designate a Selectmen as the Addressing Officer. 


Section 5. Naming System 


All roads that serve three or more structures shall be named regardless of whether 
the ownership is public or private. A "road" refers to any highway, road, street, 
avenue, lane, private way, or similar paved, gravel, or dirt thoroughfare. A road 
name assigned by the municipality shall not constitute or imply acceptance of the 
road as a public way. 


The following criteria shall govern the naming system: 


a. No two roads shall be given the same name (ex. Pine Road and Pine Lane). 

b. No two roads shall have similar-sounding names (ex. Beech Lane and Peach 
Lane). 

c. Each road shall have the same name throughout its entire length. 


Section 6. Numbering System 
The following criteria shall govern the numbering system: 


a. Numbers shall be assigned every 50 (fifty) feet along both sides of the road, with 
even numbers appearing on the left side of the road and odd numbers appearing on 
the right side of the road, as the numbers ascend. A 25-foot or less interval may be 
applied in more densely structured areas. 


b. All number origins shall begin from the center of town, or that end of a road 
closest to the designated origin. For dead end roads, numbering shall originate at 
the intersection of the adjacent road and terminate at the dead end. 


c. The number assigned to each structure shall be that of the numbered interval 
falling closest to the front door or the driveway of said structure if the front door 
cannot be seen from the main road. 


d. Every structure with more than one principle use or occupancy shall have a 
separate number for each use or occupancy, i.e. duplexes will have two separate 
numbers; apartments will have one road number with an apartment number, such 
as 235 Maple Road, Apt 2. 


e. Numbers need to be posted on both sides so that they are visible from either 
direction of travel so emergency vehicles have the ability to respond to the residence 
from either direction 


Section 7. Compliance 
All owners of structures shall, by the date stipulated in Section 9, display and 


maintain in a conspicuous place on said structure, assigned numbers in the 
following manner: 


a. Number on the Structure or Residence. Where the residence or structure is 
within 50 (fifty) feet of the edge of the road right-of-way, the assigned number shall 
be displayed on the front of the residence or structure in the vicinity of the front 
door or entry. 


b. Number at the Road Line. Where the residence or structure is over 50 (fifty) feet 
from the edge of the road right-of-way, the assigned number shall be displayed on a 
post, fence, wall, the mail box, or on some structure at the property line adjacent to 
the walk or access drive to the residence or structure. 


c. Size, Color, and Location of Number. Numbers shall be of a color that contrasts 
with their background color and shall be a minimum of three (3) inches or greater 
in height. Numbers shall be located to be visible from the road at all times of the 
year. 


d. Proper number. Every person whose duty is to display an assigned number shall 
remove any different number which might be mistaken for, or confused with, the 
number assigned in conformance with this ordinance. 


e. Interior location. All residents and other occupants are requested to post their 
assigned number and road name adjacent to their telephone for emergency 
reference. 


Section 8. New Construction and Subdivisions 


All new construction and subdivisions shall be named and numbered in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordinance and as follows: 


a. New Construction. Whenever a driveway , a newly developed property, or upon 
the expansion of a driveway on an existing property, it shall be the duty of the new 
owner to obtain an assigned number from the designated addressing authority 
stated above or another designated individual. 


b. New Subdivisions. Any prospective sub divider shall show a proposed road name 
and lot numbering system on the pre-application submission to the Planning Board. 
Approval by the Planning Board, after consultation with the Selectmen, shall 
constitute the assignment of road names and numbers to the lots in the subdivision. 
On the final plan showing proposed roads, the applicant shall mark on the plan, 
lines or dots, in the center of the streets every 50 feet so as to aid in the assignment 
of numbers to structures subsequently constructed. The name of the subdivision is 
to be placed on a sign that is also visible from either direction of travel. 


Section 9. Apartments, Duplexes, & Condominiums, 


Signs must be placed at the entrances of all apartments, duplexes and 
condominiums; be visible from either direction of travel and state the following: 


a. Road Name 
b. Unit Name 
c Unit Numbers 


Section 10. Effective Date 


This ordinance shall become effective as of March 31, 2007. It shall be the duty of 
the designated addressing authority stated above or another designated individual 
to notify by mail each property owner and the U.S. Postal Service of their new 
address at least 60 (sixty) days prior to the effective date of its use. It shall be the 
duty of each property owner to comply with this ordinance, including the posting of 
new property numbers, within 60 (sixty) days following notification. On new 
structures, numbering will be installed prior to final inspection or when the 
structure is first used or occupied, whichever comes first. 


Section 11. Enforcement 


It shall be the duty of the Codes Enforcement Officer to enforce the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Any person in violation of this Ordinance shall be penalized in accordance with 
Title 30-A § 4452. 


Section 12. Amendments 


Amendments to this Ordinance can be made by the Selectmen.

WHEREAS, by virtue of 30-A M.R.S.A. § 3253, 17-A M.R.S.A. § 1101 (23), the Town 
of Greenwood has been authorized to designate Safe Zones for purposes of regulating 
and controlling the sale and distribution of illegal substances in areas frequented by 
minors; and 


WHEREAS, the Town Legislative Body, by adoption of this ordinance, does hereby 
determine that the areas described in below are areas in the Town that are frequented by 
minors; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Selectmen wishes to designate said areas as a Safe Zone 
pursuant to said State of Maine Statutes.

New and Amended Public Law of Interest to the 
Law Enforcement Community of Maine 


Chapter 415-— L.D. 670 

An Act to Protect Children Using Maine’s Athletic Fields and Parks from Drug 
Dealers 

This law allows a municipality to designate athletic fields, parks, playgrounds or 
recreational facilities as a “safe zone”. Safe zones are treated similar to schools - drug 
dealing within 1000 feet of them subjects the dealer to an enhanced penalty. In order for 
a municipality to designate an area a safe zone, it must be an area frequented by minors 
and conspicuously marked using wording provided by the Commissioner of Public 
Safety. 


Effective September 17, 2005 Enacts 17-A M.R.S.A. $1101 (23) 
Amends 17-A M.R.S.A. $1105-A (1) (E) 
Amends 17-A M.R.S.A. §1105-C (1) (E) 
Amends 17-A M.R.S.A. §1105-D (1) (D) 
Enacts 30-A M.R.S.A. § 3253
